The 
newspaper presa has tried to convey 
(he Impression tbat the prohibitory 
laws have been failures in Iowa oiiil 
Kansas ; bnt this is not true. The 
cmirls. in interpreling the law, have 
favored the liquor intorest, and it 
always requires time to efiiwt so radi- 
cal a change as tbe extirpation of a 
business which Is so powerful as the 
liquor interest; but tlie prohibilory 
laws are being enforced, and the liq- 
uor trafllc is being restricted in every 
quarteroi tlicseliuportantStatcs. lii 
every section of tbe country ia this 
deep feeling against unrestricted iiq 
uor trnfiic growing. In some places all 
that is yet demanded are high license 
laws ; but tho liquor sellers well know 
that these are only preen rsorsuf more 
radical legislation. They are the 
sliowers tliat precede tlie' storm. It 
is a notable liiot that, notwlthslandlng 
the growth of our population, there 
is less whiskcv manufactured now 
than in 1882. in 1883 thero was 1 
decrease of :1-2,0(IO,000 gallons com 
pared with the previous year. There 
WAS somewhat mora mauufaclured 
In 1884, but all accounts agree that 
ihe manufacture of spirit* Is decreas-

This has 
bean done every two yean for al- 
most a decade without aoconiplishlug 
tho result desired by nearly alt citi- 
souiof the coniinon wealth, Irresiiec- 
tivoof parly. The apathy of the 
voters is what has defeated tlie ques- 
tion time after time. A majority of 
all the voters must vote for llie i|ues- 
tiou in order to autliori/i' tin' calling 
of a convention. All the stay-at- 
liomes and all who retrain from vot- 
ing arc counted against ll. I'nless 
tho candidates for the Legislature 
take enough entercst in the inattci 
to talk it up in their canvasses, there 
is iioi much prospect that the consti- 
tution of 18S0 wiU he dUturbed for 
many years to come. 



The clerks in the office ot the First 
Assistant Postmaster General arc 
kept busy niglit and day arranging 
lliu applications and petitions lllcd 
for postinaslersliips. It is eald that 
of the 1!>,(K)I) fuurlli-class otticcs in 
tlic country, applications have alri ady 
Ijceii received lor more than 'M,IW. 
Ill sonic inslances there are as iiiuiiy 
as twenty applications for one olllco, 
and all the eiti/.ciix liave not been 
heard from yet. The work entailed 
upon the office in arranging this 
enormous mass of papers is un- 
precedented in the history of the 
department, and the result is an 
almost total suspension of routine 
business until the flood subsides. 
Although f>iz weeks have passed 
since Mr. Vilas took charge of the de- 
partment, there have been less than 
one hundred appointiiienis of fourth- 
class poslinasters. Those that have 
been appointed were selected for 
ofliecs for which (here was immediate 
need. There are at present upwards 
of 3,000 vacancies, wlilcb ylll prob- 
ably be filled before any removals 
will be made. Owing to the rpsh of 
work iu the appointment division, 
liowever, it wjii be tome weeks, and 
perhaps months, before even the ex- 
isting vaoanciea oan be fllied. 

A statesman who hu had oooasion 
to call on Postmaster General Vilas 
with reference to some Postmasters, 
says be finds that geiitlemaii very 
])arlicular about tlie men wlio arc lo 
be selected for posilioijs. Tliey must 
be not only capable men, the Post- 
master Ueneral says, but must be 
liieii who will give thcirpcrsonnl and 
l)est atteutlon to llie work of their 
offices. Among tlic names this states- 
man bad occasion to present were 
some ot pjiysicians and others, who 
had some other byisiness, but pro- 
posed to combine the posfoAce with 
their present oconpation, "That 
will not do," said the Poitmtater 
General. "We want men for these 
Presidential offices who will make 
them llieir occupation while they 
hold lliein. 'I'liey must be at least 
the first object with lliem, and must 
not be given lo men who will lake 
llieni merely as a side-show lo llieir 
professions, as would be llie natural 
result in cases of this sort." 

Another Intci-csting point comes to 
(be surface Just now. It is observed 
that whenever there ii published a 
lilt of Postmaaten appolbtad' V the 
President there Is t^ven with UOU 
name the cause of the vacancy. lii 
some of these cases It is because the 
term of the Postmaster preceding 
him liad expired; in others it is be- 
cause of resignation, and In some be- 
cause of death. It is observed, 
however, that tliiM-e are no removals 
ainoiif;' tbciii, and that the rresidciil 
takes good care lo have the aiinouiu'C- 
uieiiU so published thai anyone who 
reads them will sec that he is not re- 
moving men in order to fill tbolr 
place* with Democrats, and it seems 
that his policy Is likely to be this in a 
Tory largt miOority of oases.

Nev- 
er in tlie history of modern times has 
such a vast amount of money been In- 
terested In the change of public opin- 
ion of a single nation. Enormous 
sums are Invested out and out in Ber- 
lin, Vienna, Paris and London. 
Capitalists in llussian securi- 
ties and Hrilish consul- have cmii- 
pelleil a va-^l and poiverl'iil iiitcrc>l to 
iiiaintaiii and sjiri-ad ihe ^ood iie\v.-. 
Owners of Ibe inillions of idle iiniiiey 
ill London and in llie Continent 
bourses seeking invesliueni, coiistit- 
ule, on llie oilier hand, an ei|nally 
powerful class, w ho-e interest it is lo 
break the values by securing and 
circulating bad news, TU\» struggle 
to retain agalust this battle to sell 
has been largely responsible 
for most of the war news given to 
the public during the past furluigbt 
Very little news has originated in 
any form from either the Uussiau or 
English governments. It is nor yet 
known what tlie result has been of 
the elfoi Is of the Uussiau government 
lo nigotiale a loan with the Ilotb- 
childs.

"The case of tlie Commonwealth 
against Champ Gist, charged with 
Ihe willful imiidcr of Samuel Wiu- 
stcail on the Otii o! August last, was 
ivaclied Monday morning. Owing 
the fact tbat Hon. 1). W. Voorliees, 
who had been employed by the de- 
fense, would not arrive until 11 a. m., 
llie case was defer' ' d unlil ihc after- 
nouii. Promptly at I o'clock tlic bell 
rang and tlic court house filled up 
very rapidly, there being a large 
crawd in town and the Gist case and 
Daniel Voorhces wore the only topics 
of conversation. Every foot of avail- 
able siiaco wa« occupied and tlie in- 
terest was intense. 

Both sides announced that they 
«vere ready and the work ot eiq|>*n- 
eling tlic jury began. As wa« antici- 
pated, it was a hard matter to get a 
jury. Out* of the tvvciily-l'our on 
the regular panel, only two were ad- 
judged coiiipoleiil jurors. .Ml the 
rest of the allernoou was taken ni) 
1 ill getting a jury, and only eleven 
were secured. These were turned 
I over to the custody of the SlierilV 
with tho charge to let uo one have 
converaatlon with any outsider or 
iinoiig themselves with regard to the 
case. Tho court met at itlne Tues- 
day morning, the jury was complet- 
ed and the work began in earnest 

We presume that the general na- 
ture of the killing of Sam Winstead 
by Cbamp Gist on the 7tb of Angutt 
la«t Is tolerably well known to the 
public, fk-oin previous publication of 
the facts and from the general talk 
alioiit the ocriuaiice. In February 
previous to the killing, Gist and Wiu- 
steail entered into a contract lo crop 
tojivilier lor Ibcvear. Winstead was 
to furnish one lior.-c and liiiiiscll and 
(iist was lo board Wiiislcad and his 
horse until crop was laid by. It is 
known tliat they had had some Utile 
dispute about the matter and were 
not on the best of terms. Ou the 
morning referred to, about sun-up, 
both were at the atable feeding the 
horses, etc., where the dlepute was re- 
newed and bardirord* passed. Their 
anger was aroused and tbey went to 
tiic bouse taking in loud and threaten- 
ing tones. This Is all that Is known 
of the movements of the parties pre- 
vious to the tragedy. About *nn-np 
the iilteiilion of several around in the 
neighborhood was drawn lo a gun 
shot which was in the Ihe direcliou 
of Gist's and lo a w einau's scream 
almost immediately alter. (list scut 
alter a neiglibor, who went to tlie 
father of deceased and told him Gist 
had killed Sam, and in about a half 
hour quite a number had collected at 
the house. Gist was found in the 
yard walking to and fro wringing his 
hands and groaning. Deceased wa.s 
found lying on the floor in bis room, 
with the entire loft side of head, from 
the eye up, torn away. Blood and 
brains were found all over the room. 

The prosecution and defense pre- 
sent ea. h a -olulion of lln' killing' by 
altempling to show by circiinistaiices 
attending, where Winstead was in 
the room at the time shot was tired. 
The prosecution proved by various 
witnesses that the bed was spattered 
wltli blood and brains except in one 
place about hsif way between the 
bead and foot, where there was no 
Indication of either and that an Im- 
pression was left in that spot as If a 
person had sat down there. On eith- 
er side of this spot was a boot. One 
sock was ill the boot and one was on 
Winstcad's foot. The prosecution 
claim thai Winstead was sitting on 
the bed putting on his lioots when 
Ihe shot was tired. The defense 
proved by all the witnesses that im- 
mediatelv over tbo body of Ihe do- 
ceased, which lay between the bod 
and the door leading into the porch, 
through which the shot was fired, 
was a large quvitlty of brains and 
larger t|(an any other spot In the 
room and that the blood on the oeil- 
ing ranged ftvm that spot back to- 
wards the bed, growing less the 
nearer It got to the bead. Also on 
llie edges of the strips on the celling, 
which arc about one-half an inch 
thick, was observed spoU ranging 
Irom this large spot on the ceiling 
hack towards the bed. 

Tlic defense, tlierefore, claim tbat 
lie could not iiave been silling on tbo 
bed when shot, as the bulk of the 
blood would havcjialnrally spatter- 
ed around the bed or on lh(! ceiling 
above and ou the edges of the strips 
next to the bed iilstead of next to ilio 
door. Pepeaa«d w|s fonufl lying on 
the floor with face up and pistol by 
his side, with one chamber dis- 
charged. Defense claimed that the 
pistol bad been fired on the morning 
of tbo killing, and that the killing 
was done in self-defense." 

Tho above account is taken from 
the .Madisoiiviiln Gleaner of last Fri- 
day. The case occupied nearly all of 
the week. A . large array of con n sel 
was employed by both sides. The 
prosecution was i-epreseuted by com- 
monwealth's Attorney Jas. B. Gar- 
nett, and Messrs Waddlll & Pratt, 
Bradley and Orr.

Wiley llntcliiiisoii, col., who was 
shot by Henry Murliii, col., about 1 
o'clock on the morning of Sunday 
Api'il 5tli, in Iront of the court house, 
ilieil Friday morning lust, llis 
wound was in llio back and was 
pronounced fatal from the first.

He called to 
ilutclilusou to open the door but 
Hutchinson went to the door and in- 
stead of opening It attempted to fas- 
ten it more lemniy. ' Martin liion 
shot tbroui^ tin door panel, imbedd- 
ing a ball in the door and knocking 
tpllaten into llutchintou't face, 
liie latter then leaped Irom bit back 
window and nn to the police head- 
quarters on tlie other tide of the 
public square to notify the |)olIce.

most omauem* aaom taeir ncims 
with wreaths of black cassowary feath- 
ers, and with white plumes of cocka- 
toos, which stick out beyond their muph- 
fiizzlcd ;inil bushy hair. 'They wear 
creseciit-sliaped jjorgets of pearl shell 
on their chests. The latter ornamout 
isfr(H)UOutly worn by voung girls, also, 
hill theirs are of a dinerent shape and 
l ifter tlian the men's. 

'I'll Hives (if New Guillen, except 

the few who have more or less frcipient 
communication with white men. are. 
still in the atone age. Their principal 
instrument is a greenstone adze. They 
fashion armlets of shells by marking a 
line on the surface of the shell of suita- 
ble si/.c and tapping it with a stone till 
a circuUr piece is detached. This is 
then smoothed down nt the edges and 
polished. Near Kost Cape large axes 
of greenstone are used. An aceeptalile 
present Is a knife, or, still nun-e, a 
tomahawk. Cotton cloth is accepted, 
but as vet it has little value in ex- 
change. Tobacco, called by tlio natives 
kii-kii, is mncli liked, unil payment fur 
<crviees is geiiei:illy luiiilo in ii. .\ 
lour and a half pence knife and a meal 
of yams, rice or sago will generally 
purchase one day's tabor; a piece of 
tobacco about an inch long and less 
than half an inch wide should also bo 
given as a gratuity.— iV< JUoretbv Cor.

The AboriclMs Who Ptwple the TMf 
IiUnd NarUl o( AnatraUa— PrlmUlvt 
Manuftuitarers aad aeaaty Caitumro. 
The Port Moresby natives, who be- 
long to the extensive Hotn tribe, are 
great traders. They ptoemre huge 
canoes, made o( a single tree, from 
friendly tribes, with whom they liavt 
eommerchd reUdons, further to the 
westward. Planks oan be easily out 
from these canoes a foot and a half oi 
two' feet in dhimeter. The houses ol 
tba village are built along the edge of 
the beach on piles. Just now is a bu.sy 
season. An annual trading voyage is 
mode by considerable numbers of the 
natives to the distriets lying (nrthec 
west to exchange the pottery of Port 
Moresby for sago and canoe-tnes. 
The women liave for some time been 
diligently eniplnyed in making pottery 
for the westeru market. The process 
of manufacture is simple. On a pieoe 
of board Is placed a mass of moistened 
clay. The woman, crjiiipiied only with 
inipolli stone, which slie lioKIs in her 
left hand, and a light, bat-shaped piece 
of wood, some fifteen Inches long. In 
the right, squats In front of the clay, 
and, taking from it a lump, beats it 
with the bat on the stone till it becomes 
concave. Occasionally dipning the 
bat into the water and sjiriuKling the 
clay to keep up the jiroper degree of 
moisture, she gradually fashions the 
pot It is certainly remarkable that 
the sixes and shapes of the dilferent 
classes of pots turned out by this rough 
process can be so exactly maintained 
as they are. The aewly4ashioned pots 
are taken to a Are of small logs and 
burnt, and while hot are sprinkled with 
a reddish liquor, which colors them. 

I..arge numbers are made for use at 
home, and many more for the unniiul 
trading voyages Two, and sometimes 
tliree. large canoes are lashed side by 
side, a few feet apart, and a platform in 
plaei'd upon tliein. (In this is piled the 
|i(itlery lo Ijc l.ilicn to market. The 
time of the outward voyage is arranged 
so (hat the oonoes can start with the 
last of the Bonthea.stcrly monsoon, usu- 
ally about the early part of November, 
anil x'tiini with the sago that has been 
given in exchange for the pot-s, when 
the westoily monsoon has set in. I'ot- 
tery and sago are the chief but uot the 
only articles of exchange. Elaborate 
regulations govern the movements ol 
the trading fleet. No woman is per- 
mitted 1(1 go on board any c^nne be- 
longing to it. While uniler way, if a 
banana Is eaten, the skin mnst'on no 
account be thrown overboard, for fear 
of offending the spirits of the deep, 
who would also be pat out if a cocoa- 
nut shell, after the milk had been 
drunk, was tossed int« Ihe sea. The 
winds are taken on board in an earth- 
enware pot. When the fleet arrives at 
its destination, nsnally Manumanu, on 
the Usborne River, each lending navi- 
gator makes his arruiigciuents for 
trading. He makes over to a friend on 
shore all the goods he has brought with 
him, and thla friend feeds bim'and his 
followers during their stay, and hands 
him a certain amount of sago to take 
liMck. If a canoe is required the frieijd 
points out the tree and assists to drag it 
when cut to the river. 

The natives of this part of New 
Oninea are by no means black. 
Some of them indeed are very light 
iu color, and almost golden hair 
is uot uncommon. 'This tint is 
often met with among the Mel- 
aneslan tribes of the South Seas, who 
obtain it by dfessing their hair with 
lime. But In the neighborhood of 
Port Moresby the liming process is un- 
known and the tint of the hair Is nat- 
ural. The women wear the Mi or 



pettiooat of grass common to many 
parts of the Faolflo. Their bodies are 

covered with tattooing, the breasts 
even not exdepted. The patterns are 
OS a rule very elaborate, and a perfect 
Maltese cross of eight points with a 
disc in the center Is frequently seen. 
The men are as nearly as possible 
naked. The olothing conslsU literally 
of nothing but a string taken round 
tlio waist and passed from back tofront 
between the legs. Without this trifling 
article oi dnsa a man of Motn, the 
name of the tribe that dwells abont 
Port Moresbv, would wish not to be 
seen. The Motu people speak in very 
dispalaglng terms of some tribes who 
live further to the westward, and who, 
unlike tbamaelves, are cannibals, be- 
cause they are, as the Motu people 
say, naked; for they do not even 
wear the string. The women wear 
necklaces of small whit« rings ur 
beads of shell intermingled with black, 
pipe-like "liariM." "A* men, who, 
liki all Booth 1m eommnaltles. oanar 



Somo laUrratlna luoldants la Via Bo- 
marliabte Carver. 
In the list of the dead at Aboo-Klea 
there is no line that will strike a wider 
chord of pained sympathy than that 
which records his onmc. His renown 
was world-wide, and ha was in many 
ways a remarkable man. His jiersonal 
appearance, as he sauntered down the 
sirci't or as he sat on horseback on 
parade, never failed to attract atten- 
tion. The hardships undergone by Inm 
in his ride to Khiva and iu liis latter 
expedition to Asia Minor had begun to 
tell upon him. Hi' snli'ured grievonsly 
from heart disease, and with his accus- 
tomed gay courage every hour faced the 
consciousness ol tho-probability of sud- 
den death. 

In his youth ho w is passionalelv fond 
of gymmvsties. m .^luch he excelled 
above all his fellows. 'I'here used to be 
in one of his clubs aeolosaal dumb-bell 
in a glass case with the offer of a heavy 
wager that no man would hold it out 
at arm's Icnplh for the space of sixty 
seconds. The wager was never won, 
thoueh Bumaby mad* nothing of ac- 
complishing the feat AmouK ihe 
many stor,e< of his physical prowess 
one ndat.- to a poriml siiorlly after ho 
joined the Itlni's. 'ihe ii;; ieent was 
down at Windsor, and a lin; ^e-dealer 
who had come into possession of a 
couple of very small ponies, had taken 

them thither by con mil to exhibit 

them to the (ineen. llefore going to 
the castle lie showed them to the 
oDiccrs of the Illiies, to whom a happy 
thought oocurrud. Bumaby, who was 
captain then, was in his' own 
room on the first flight. With somo 
trouble the ponies wi're got u|i-stairs, 
and, Ihe door quietly opening, they 
trotted in unannounced. This was a 
capital joke, and had a great success. 
But, as presently nppeureil. it had a 
gloomy side. The ponies had gime up- 
stairs quietly eiioiigli. l ot neither force 
nor entreaty could in, luce tlieni to go 
down. The hour a|iproached at which 
thev were to bo pniMmted to tiif Queen, 
and the owner was In ilinpair. Uoroa- 
liy settled the matler olfliand. Taking 
a puny np in eitlier arm, he walked 
down stairs and set them in the court 
yard. 

Probably no man in the armv or out 
of It took such iulinito pains lo get 
killed as Burnaby did. In times <it 

fieace he was always going np in .i lial- 
oon. as afl'ording the m:ixiniiim uf .l:in- 
ger wilh the minimum of preparat on. 
He had been up altogether thirteen 
times. Ills last adventora in this direc- 
tion was a little less than three \i-.\vi 
ago, when, there bavinf been spm'i' m-- 
cidonts to |)eopln trying to cross the 
channel in a balloon, the cuter|irise at- 
tracted .Burnaby. who safely aceoni- 
plislied the journey. In timcn of war 
he was always eager to hv nt the frtmt. 
His lirst experience of real ligliling was 
in the Carlist war, where he iu;ul • tlie 
personal friendship of Uoo Carlos, 
which he always retained. When a 
British expedition was sent to the Hon^ 
dan he went out as a v(dnnleer, and was 
seviTely wonnded at Kl 'reli. Previous 
to this he hail seen some hard lighting 
by the side of Vahmtine Oaker in the 
Knsso-Tnrklsh war. When Lord 
Wolselay set out on the lost 
expedition Burnaby volnntei-red his 
services, which Lord Wols.lev w.is 
much inclined lo aic pt Kut Hiu- 
naby was not in high favor ut tho 
Ilf'-se Onards, and the nomination was 
rejected. He, however, was not.a man 
to Ih- ea.sily n<pn1sed. B^llsdinadeap 
his mind to go out and see the fl^t, 
and he went. He knew that If hia 
movements were known a telegram 
from the Horse Gnards 'Wonid precede 
him to Kprti. He aeooniinKly kept 
his own secret, withhold'ng it even 
from his most intimate friends. He 
gave out in a mysterious way that he 
was bound lor the Transvaal, and the 
first that was known of his wher*- 
abouts by his friends in London was 
learned from a telegram announcing 
his arrival at Kurti. 

Burnaby was a man of wide reading 
and much culture. His knowledge of 
languages was extraordinary. He could 
speak and write nine, including Hussiau 
and Arabic The time was near at 
hand when, in accordance with army 
regulations, he would be obliged to 
retire from the command of his regi- 
ment and be had intended thencefos>- 
ward to devote himself to politics, one 
of the few things of ■n hicn he really 
knew nolhing.

This^waa 
the "neat trip" he had In his mind, 
and had he lived he would probably 
have accomplished it. for under hia 
winiiiri;; manner there was a resohite 
will that would have stopped at noth- 
ing. But it has been Anally stopped at 
Aboo-Klea, and Fred Burnaby sleeps la 
a soldier's grave in the continent whose 
innerpiost recesses he had quietly ar- 
ranged with himself he would some 
day explore.— London Newt.
